2. The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Babich et al. (US 
7,381,399B2) teaches of technetium complexes comprising pyridyl and imidazolyl 
ligands used for diagnostic and therapeutic applications. The complexes are

"~ x^^ 5 '" - wherein L and L' is 2-methylenepyridyl, alkyl, aryl, etc. (column 19, lines 
50+ to column 22). Babich et al. further teaches of rhenium analogs and that the 
complexes may be provided as pharmaceutical compositions (column 10, lines 57+). 
Banerjee et al. (Inorg. Chem. 2002, 41, 5795-5802) teaches of rhenium complexes 
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comprising ligands, such as ^ ^ wherein the pyridyl 

substituent and imidazolyl substituent are used interchangeably (p5796, right column , 
especially chart 2). 

3. Therefore it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to substitute the 
imidazolyl substituent of Banerjee et al. for the pyridyl substituent of Babich et al. as the 
pyridyl substituent and imidazolyl substituent are used interchangeably. 

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows:

6. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the compounds of 
groups II and III have different structures, such as R 3 of the compounds of claims 96 
and 74 may be a neutral or anionic Lewis base and therefore the compounds have 
different chemical/physical properties and would require a different search. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 

include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 

requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 

encompassing the elected invention.
